UNITED STAT £8 VOLCANOES. 
,Uuk> sod the Aleutian Ielsnda the Vol- 
eanle Re c lon or the World. 
Prof. George Davidson, of the coast 
and cpeodetic survey, who was one of 
the pioneer explorers of Alaska, takes 
a deep Interest in the recent reports of 
volcanic disturbances in the far north 
When seen bv a San Francisco Chron- 
icle man he said: 

"There is really nothing remarkable 
about the volcanic disturbances In 
Alaska, although the event is of inter- 
est The whole coast of Alaska oat to 
the east of the Aleutian Islands Is the 
volcanic and glacial region of the 
world. It is quite to be expected al- 
most every week that some of the nu- 
merous volcanoes along that rugged 
coast will break forth, All the air with 
cinders, ashes and smoke and cover the 
glaciers with nasty black sand and soot 
Chignik bay, from which this last erup- 
tion was seen, is In latitude 56 degrees 
19 minutes 20 seconds north and longi- 
tude 158 degrees 94 minutes 85 Beconds 
west of Greenwich, on the southeast 
coast of the peninsula of Alaska, oppo- 
site the 8emidi islands and about 800 
miles from the end of the peninsula 
The observer could not have seen Black 
peak as reported, for it is only M 
miles west-northwest from' hj.i position, 
lie saw Mount Pavlof, on the west side 
of Pavlof bay, distant about 148 miles 
south, 42 degrees west from Chignik 
bay. The man who was at Wesnea- 
senski island, lying off Pavlof bay, saw 
I'avlof volcano, distant from htm 29 
miles north, 08 degrees west 

''Pavlof is one of the fifty volcanoes 
of the peninsula of Alaska and the 
Aleutian Islands, of which twenty -five 
in a state of activity, shown by 
smoking. Just west of Pavlof, about 
10 miles, lies a cluster of peaks called 
Agb.Ue.en pinnacles, whloh are ail 
marked by crater*. Pavlof la In lati- 
tude 65 degrees 2T minutes north, longi- 
tude 181 degrees 47 minutes west and 
it has two craters. In 1784 and 1T88, 
according to Russian authorities, Pavlof 
was active, in 1888 It was smoking and 
it was 1887 I saw It smoking myself. 
Favlof is visible from all of the Hhuma- 
gtn islands, of whtoh Megas Is the 
largest The view la particularly good 
from Hand Harbor, on Mega* Island. I 
shall not be surprised try learn of more 
eruptions in that locality at any time, 
for, as I said before, It is the volcanic 
region of the whole world. "

from proving this. A writer in the Cos- 
mopolitan thinks It is safe to say that 
It has not changed In any essential of 
anatomical form during the time of the 
human raoe upon the earth. But the 
demands upon It and its occupations 
are muoh more exacting and very dif- 
ferent from those that obtained among 
the classic Greeks and Romans or the 
patriarchal Arabians. 

The tendency of the people of our civ- 
ilization to live In large towns, in the 
tad air and with the absence of light 
incidental to such life, may have 
brought the human eye into many more 
dangers than those that come to it In a 
rural occupation. Yet accidents to the 
human eye In rural life are not at all 
rare. It may be that civilization gen- 
erally attains the loftiest plane In large 
cities, where intellectual activity is 
moat intense. With this come increas- 
ing demands upon the visual power, 
and often under improper conditions. 
But If the nineteenth century civiliza- 
tion of great towns has brought great 
dangers to the sight, it has also 
achieved great triumphs In the matter 
of examining the eye, bo that we may 
determine and increase its power for 
work and And out and cure its diseases. 
It is perfectly possible, by means of the 
instruments of the nineteenth century, 
to exactly learn the optical condition of 
an eye, to decide just what glasses, If 
any, are needed for Its perfect working; 
and it is also possible to look in upon it, 
and by the appearance of its tissues and 
its blood vessels to decide as to the ex- 
istence of serious disease, when there 
are few other symptoms that point to It, 
when there may be none besides to be 
found in the body that positively prove 
It. 

There are two clases of disease, one 
constitutional and the other local, which 
illustrate this latter statement; the eye 
mirror opthal moscope is the instru- 
ment by which such things are settled. 
Blight's disease, a name carrying dread 
to many a household, is the constitu- 
tional disease 1 referred to. In not a few 
cases the diagnosis of it is made by the 
examination of the retina with the ey 
mirror. The expert will make no mis- 
take If the eye gives evidence of it, for 
its signs are positive, In minute bleed- 
ings from the blood vessels and peculiar 
fawn-oolored spots on the retina. The 
surgeon dreads to find them, because 
they are evidence of an advanced stage 
of the malady which prematurely de- 
, s troys so many lives. Blight's disease 
la, In fact, a, degeneration of many of the 
tissues of the body, the walls of the 
arteries being among them. In no part 
of the body can this degeneration be so 
readily detected as in the retina of the

A PLACE FOR BEANS. 

They Cast Re IwdUr Raised In the Irri- 
gated Lauds of the West. 

The fields of western Irrigation are 
peculiarly adapted to the growth of 
beans and peas, yet the business is very 
much neglected. Both crops, says the 
Irrigation Age, are surely profitable 
and there Is no question about the 
market being assured. In these crops 
there is no over-production, as the re- 
turns of census bulletins show directly 
the opposite. In 1891 the net imports 
of beans and peas over the entire ex- 
poxteUoa amounted to nearly » 1.500, - 
000. 

Why should either of these articles of 
food he imported when there are so 
many fields in the west that would 
yield more money if planted to beans 
and peas than by any other cultivated 
crop? All that is necessary for making 
a suoeeas of the business in almost every 
Irrigated valley is proper cultivation, 
harvesting and marketing. The de- 
mand is not supplied by home growers 
and there is but little competition. 

Good prices are always assured and 
the product pays a handsome return 
for the outlay for labor and interest on 
the land. At this season of the year, 
when each farm crop Is harvested and 
placed on the aide of profit and lose in 
the farmer's Journal, it is well to con- 
sider the plans for another year and 
mark off a part of the farm to be devot- 
ed to the culture of beans and peas.

ACCIDENTS BY HAIL. 

A l«r»r Fcrcentaafs Traced to Negli- 
gence, and Mistakes by Employe*. 

An official publication has Just been 
Issued by the board of trade of England 
giving a list of the number of accidents 
to the 845,000,000 paasengers carried by 
railways in that country during 1R01. 
The lives lost from causes beyond the 
control of the travelers numlter 5, the 
lowest figure in any year on record. 
The classified list of accident* shows that 
engines or care meeting with obstruc- 
tions or derailments from defects in the 
permanent way are slowly diminishing. 

In 1881 there were 84 such cases. In 
1 800 there were 8, and in 1801 8. The 
greatest number of aocldepta, amount- 
ing to 28, come under the head of 
slons within fixed signals at stations or 
sidings. With regard to derailments, 
two of the accidents were due to the 
points of the switches not. being altered 
after the passage of previous trains, one 
was caused by the failure of the cast- 
iron girder, one was due to carelessness 
on the part of the engineer of a relief 
train, and one was due to unknown 

Inadequate braking power was re- 
sponsible for 12 accidents and fogs and 
storms for the same number also. In 
eight instances fault is found with a de- 
fective system of train dispatching, 
want of telegraph communication, or 
lack of a block system. 

Purely mechanical causes, apart from 
human error, scarcely appear at all. 
and it would thus seem, says the Engi- 
neer of London, in commenting on 
these returns, to be within humaa 
power to work railways without any 
accident whatever. While few railway 
officials will probably subscribe to this 
conclusion, the figures produced by the 
board of trade certainly show that 
abroad, as well as in the United States, 
too many accidents can be traced to 
negligence, want of care, or mistakes 
on the part of officers or servants.

When a person who hasn't 
legal heir dies In thla city his effects 
are handed over to the public adminis- 
trator under the law and are retained 
by that official until the city's right to 
dispose of them is made cloar, says the 
New York Advertiser. 

The storehouse is a three-story brick 
building directly opposite the site of 
the old sugar house that played such 
an Important part In the early history 
of the United Siatea. One part of the 
building la used aa a depot by the fire 
department. If there is an old curios- 
ity shop anywhere in New York city It 
Is in 6 Duane street The two floors of 
the building are Jammed full of person- 
al eff ecu. Some of the thlnga are prac- 
tically without value and some are 
strange articles that might have "mil- 
lions In them." A number of poverty- 
stricken inventors have died in New 
York In the last few years. In nearly 
every Instance they were men well ad- 
vanced In years who had lived alone 
and were unknown outside an exceed- 
ingly limited circle. Their relatives, If 
they had any, were distant cousins, 
whose whereabouts were unknown and 
whose existence was perhaps in doubt. 

Nearly all of these men left scanty 
wardrobes, a small amount of money, a 
few books and usually a model of some- 
thing which they had hoped would as- 
tonish the world and secure for them 
unlimited means and great honor. 
With their death died the idea. The 
models in every Instance proved to be 
unique mechanical devices, but of no 
value beyond that which the wheels 
and springs and other contrivancea 
were worth If removed. 

If some of the old-fashioned clocks or 
quaint pictures that have been stored* 
in the Duane street building could but 
apeak they might tell some Interesting 
tales of long-lost brothers and men who 
were the last of their race. 

CHURCH FOLK OF THIS LAND. 



Charles S. Buell. chief of the sixth 
division of the United States census, 
Is looking up delinquent churches whose 
statistics are either Incomplete or un- 
satisfactory. He stated that the official 
bulletin of the verified count of church 
membership has not yet been published. 
Upon these points he made the follow- 
ing statement 

"Twenty millions of people In this 
and 1.000,000 



Catholic denomination 
heads the list, w ith a membership of 
H.230.000 in the ten bodies of the church 
la the United States. The Methodists, 
With eight branches or bodies, four of 
which are colored, follow with a mem- 
bership of 4,000,000 in round numbers. 
Then come the Baptista, with eleven 
branchea and 3,800,000, Inclusive of the 
colored people. The remaining 143 de- 
nominations are of varying strength in 
membership and wealth. There are 
thirteen Presbyterian bodies, with an 
aggregate aaembership of 1,278,815. The 
Episcopalians are in the neighborhood 
of 600,000, but as these figures are un- 
official, 1 cannot give them as correct 
The Episcopalians are the wealthiest 
by far, per capita, as they have prop- 
erty of the value of 173,000,000; the 
Catholic denomination, 1187,000,000; aha 
Methodists, 196,000,000; the Presby- 
terians, 105,000,000. Not one of the 
United Presbyterian churches had a 
debt upon It. Religion has a strong 
hold upon the 6,000,000 colored people In 
this country; over a million are in both 
the Methodist and Baptist churches. " 



HOW TO MAKE WOOD PULP. 

After aa Bxhanatlv* PlckUag Proees* a 
Cohesive Maea Is Prodneed. 

The utilisation of wood pulp has 
lately taken some new and interesting 
forms, especially in the line of orna- 
mentation, says the New York Sun. 
The pulp is taken us it comes from the 
mill, and after being first fully dried, 
or not as circumstances may require, 
it is Immersed In an indurating pickle, 
so called, with coloring if desired. 

This pickle is composed of any ©em- 
pound or solution oapable of indurating 
the mass, and, after the material is 
taken out of the pickle and thoroughly 
dried, it ia run through a mill and 
ground sufficiently fine to Insure a mix- 
ture of the particles which have not ab- 
sorbed the indurating substance with 
the particles which are fully hardened. 
The powdered pulp is then compressed, 
with the application of heat, in a mold 
or die, with the result of producing an 
article of manulaeture composed of a 
homogeneous and cohesive masa of 
thoroughly indurated particles, and the 
objects produced in this manner may be 
polished or otherwise improved in 
their appearance, according aa may be 
desired.

The Skillfully Constructed Web ol 
the Spider 



Aa the webs which my spiders, Lucy 
and Eliza, Bays a writer in Longman's 
Magazine, spun were several times 
broken or mutilated during the year, 
either by accident or the gardener, we 
had plenty of chances for seeing how 
they proceeded in making them. The 
lines were in both cases stretched be- 
tween a white rosebush that climbed 
up one side of the window and a purple 
clematis that occupied and draped the 
opposite mullion. But Lucy and Eliza 
didn't live In the web— those were only 
their snares or traps for prey; each of 
them had In addition a private home or 
apartment of her own under shelter of 
a roeeleaf at some distanoe from the 
The

house Itself consisted merely of a silken 
cell, cut out from the roseleaf and con- 
nected with the snare by a single stout 
cord of very solid construction. On this 
cord the spider kept one foot — I had al- 
most said one hand — constantly fixed. 
She poised it lightly by its claws, and 
whenever an insect got entangled in 
the web a subtle electric message, so to 
apeak, seemed to run along the line to 
the ever-watchful carnivore. In one 
ahoit second Lucy or Eliza, aa the case 
might be, had darted out upon her 
quarry and was tackling it might and 
main, according to the particular way 
its size and strength rendered then and 
there advisable. 

In building their webs, as in many 
other small points, Lucy and Eliza 
showed from the first no inconsiderable 
personal differences. Lucy began hers 
by spinning a long line from her spin- 
nerets and letting the wind carry it 
wherever it would, while Eliza, more 
architectural In character, preferred to 
take her lines personally from point to 
point and see herself to their proper 
fastening. In either case, however, the 
first thing done was to stretch some 
eight to ten stout threads from place to 
place on the outside of the future web, 
to act aa points d'appui for the remain- 
der of the structure. To these outer 
threads, which the spiders strength- 
ened so as to bear a considerable strain 
by doubling and trebling them, other 
thinner single threads were then car- 
ried radially at irregular distances, like 
the spokes of a wheel, from a point In 
the center, where they were all made 
fast and connected together. 

As soon as this radiating framework 
or scaffolding was finished, like the 
woof on a loom, the industrious crafts- 
woman started in the middle and began 
the task of putting in the cross pieces 
or weft, which were to complete and 
bind together the circular pattern. 
These she wove round and round In a 
continuous spiral, setting out at the cen- 
ter and keeping on in ever-widening 
circle, till she arrived at last at tho ex- 
terior or foundation thread* How she 
fastened these crosspieces to the ray- 
linea I could never quite make out, 
though I often followed the work close- 
ly from inside through the pane of glass 
with a platyscoplo lens; for, Btrauge to 
say, the spiders were not in the least 
disturbed ly being watched at their 
work, and never took the slightest no- 
tice of anything that went on at the 
other side of the w indow. My impree- 
alon is, however, that she gummed 
them together, letting them harden 
into one aa they dried, for the thread 
Itself is always aemi-\iquid when first
